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NO DUEL WAS FOUGHT

Congressman Hepbum’s Son
Was Foully Murdered.

NEW LIGHT CAST ON THE TRAGEDY

His Daath Was the Hesult of a Folitianl
Conspirncy--—-Crime News of

the Day.

WasuingTox, Oct. 6.—The killng of
Frask Hepburn, eon of Congressman
Hepburn, at Chester, Ark., is attrilnted
to a politieal conspiracy in the report of
the affuir which has reached Washing-
ton. The following is & copy of a letter
received by Chairman Babeock, of the
Republican’ congressionsl committee,
from a correspondent at Chester, Craw-
ford connty, Ark., where the killing oc-
curred :

*‘Regarding the killing of Frank C.
Hepburn, son of the Hon. W. H. Hep-
barn, of Towa, on the streets of Chester,
the report was sent out that it was a
dunel betweep Hepburn and W. A. Sims.
This report was not correct, The facts
are, brieflly, these:

“W. A. (Bill) Sims was lyingon the
depot platiorwn in apparent good humor.
The city marshal, R, J. Beam, and sev
eral others were sitting esround when
Hepburn came across the street and in
a playful mood cot Sims' shoestring,
Sims sprang to his feet in a rage aud
demanded to know who cut bisshoe-
gtring. Hepburn replied: ‘T did,”
whereupon Sims stabbed Hepburn
the left breast over the heart, but the
knife striking a bone, saved him for the
time being, bot Sime. now thorooghly
aroused, threatened to cut Hepbuorn’s
throat from ear to ear. Hepburn re-
treated to his room and got a pistol and
came back on the street.

“Bims, in the meantime, armed him-
peli with & gun and came back with &
heavy coat on, tantalizing Hepburn,
when the shooting commenced. Many
were aware of what was going tohap-
pen, yet Hepburn was not warned,
Subeequont events go to prove a pre-
meditated muorder and political con-
gpiracy. Hepburn died in's few honre,
being shot through tne bowels.

“Sims was arrested. A preliminary
trial held before a justice of the peace
found him guilty of manslaughter.
Later Sims was released on $1,000 bonds
and fined $50 for earrving concealed
weapons.'

Viotims of a Baby Farmer.

Cuicago, Oct. 8. —Three dead babies
have been taken from the Chicago river,
near Harrison-street bridge, since last
Tharsday, and men are at work drag-
ging the stream to ascertain whether
more babies lie in the muddy bottom.
The police believe the gearch wiil be
suotessipl, Then eearch will be made
at the other bridges. The bodies had
been in the water for some time, but not
long enongh to prevent an antopsy being
made,

When the doctore examined the little
bodies they found that in each case the
child had been alive when thrown Into
the river, and that death had been
caused by drowning.

The aothorities are convinced that the
dead bodies are the victims of a baby-
farmer,

A Boy's Terrible Crime.

AEBEVILLE, 8. (., Oct. 6.—Willedge
Malone, a boy 14 years old, went with a
shotgon to a colored woman, Mattie
Hellman, who owed him 26 cents and
told her he would shoot her if she did
not pay him. 8he replied that she had
no money, and he wounld have to shoot.
Therenpon the boy emptied both bar-
rels of the gun into ber, killing ber. He
is in jail.

A Young Woman's Crime.

Kaxuas Crry, Oct. 6.—A report from
Arkoe, Mo., states that a young - woman
has been arrested for the horrible mur-
der of Mrs. John Baumley, near that
place, last Friday. It is said she wasin
love with Mr. Baumley, and muordered
the woman so she could marry her hus-
band. The yqunglady was tracked with
‘bloedhounds, and when confronted is
said to have confessed.

- Rutcher Weylar's Methods.

Key Wesr, Oct. 6.—Batcheries on an
awinl sacale are being perpetrated
nightly in Havans, according to a letter
received here from one of the most re-
lisble correspondents in Havana. Every
night at police  headquarters prisoners
are taken out' and placed on the books
as  released. These individusls, in
ehlrp of three policemen, are placed in

TWO ENGINES COLLIDE.

A Fatal Rallway Accident Near Rose-
burg.

Rosesure, Or., Oct, 6.—A fatal colli-
sion occarred this morning, between 6
and 7 o'clock, between two light locomo-
tives on the Southern Pacific railway,
half a mile sonth of Green’s station, re-
sulting in the death of two men, and the
injory of five others.

George Happersett, fireman on the
north-bound engine, both lege broken
and feet crushed, rendering "amputation
necessary of one leg below the knee, and
the foot of the other leg.

Ben Lohr, Lead and face cut.

Fred Wall, condoctor of Porter’s en-
gine, broised and cat abont the face and
head.

Engineer McOalley, badley bruised.

It appears that Conductor Wall, of the
south-bound overland, left his tickete
and papers at the _ station here, dis-
covered hisg Jose, side-tracked the train
at Dillards, and started a flag baek with
the light engine. Meaantime, the papere
were discovered by the station sagent
here, and the train dispatcher ordered
out a light enzine to overtake the over-
land at Myrtle Creek, keeping a lookout
for No. 16 and the section men. The
morning was densely foggy. The sonth-
bound engine did not see the north-
bound, which ronnded a enrve, colliding
with the above result.

Enginoser Portar reversed his engine
before being thrown from the ¢ab, and
his engine broke from the tank and ran
sonth about 2% miles, where it was
foond exhausted. The tanks of both
engines were bagly demolished.

Hia Researches m Garimge Recop-
tacles and His Filods.

*That man iz a slopper,” remarked a
police. officer to & Washington Star
writer & few. mornings since, “and he
and his class give us any amount of
trouble. If he stole we could reach
him by law, but as he pnly finds we can-
not easily reach him." In further ex-
planation he said: “A slopper is a man
who searches through the garbage cans
in the alleys in the reur of hotels, board-
ing houses and private houses. Some
search for spoons, knives and forks
that are thrown into the garbage recep-
iacles by careleéss servants, for it is a
fact that there are' more silver spoons
and knives and forks thrown awny
with the garbage than are stolen by
servants, though the contrmary is gen-
¢rally believed. The slopper is gener-
ally an hour or so ahead of the garbage

and careful in hisrounds than the gar-
bage man.

It came from
Parkersburg, W. Va., and filled a epecial
train of 10 cars to the platforms. This
party was introdoced by Hon., E. M.
Caldwell.

National OChairman Mark Hanna
stopped over in Canton between trains
this evening. He was met at the depot
hy Major McKinley, and was a guest for
dinner at the major's home. He ex-
pressed himself well pleased with the
political sitoation and spoke in the mest
sanguine terms of the result.

“Coin" Harvey Almost Mobbed.

Criytos, Is., Oct. 7.—W. A. Harvey,
anthor of “Coin,” narrowly escaped
being assaulted at & meeting here last
night, when he spoke on free silver, but
turned his address into an attack npon
Generala Bickles, Alger, Howard and the
others of the celebrated veterans who
are traveling through Iowa and Illinois.
He referred to the generals as ‘‘old
wrecks of -the rebeilion who have lost
their honor and patriotism, and are the
tools of political-Shylocks,”” His words
were greeted by a storm of hisses and
cries of “Shame, ghame,’”’ whicn ren-
dered it impossible for him to make
bimself heard. He tried to continne,
but gave it up asthe storm continned.

There were Joud yells of “Throw him
out.”” “Drag him off' the platform,” and
“Pat bim 1n the street.”’

Grizzled veteraps leaped from their
seate on all sides and started into the
aisles, shaking their fiste and yelling
threats. The cooler heads interfered,
however, and restrained theold soldiers.
The majority of them, instead of return-
ing to their seats left the hall in a body.
They were joined in their exodus by
mauny of the andience.

The dream was short-lived. They had
scarcely left the ity hall, after filing
their mineral nitice, when they learned
that they had located on a piece on the
Presidio, instead of the possessions of
mayor. With this knowledge away
wenl ekimmering dreams of untold
wealth, for title to military reservations

Upon one occasion a friend at the
dying man's bedside referred to the sne-
cess of “Trilby’ as & book and a olay,
wherenpon Dua Maaorier replied:

““Yes, it has been eoccessful, bot pop-
uianty has killed me at last."”

One of Dn Maurier's friends whp was
present at his death said :

““He died almost as tragically as Sven-
gali. At the zenith of Trilby’s Tame
Svengali became the victim of -an affee-
tion of the heart. Duo Maurier hag gone
the same wavy. At the zenith of his
popularity the author has sucenmbed to
heart trouble from which he has always
suffered, his suffering being accentuated
by & conatant succession ot exciting in-
cidents in which the closing few monthe
of his life were spent. Checks rained in
upon him as his old heart trouble in-
creased. This, complicated by an affec-
tion of the langs, took him off.”’

ONE OF FORMER SHOT IN THE HEAD

La Granog, Oct, 8.—Particalars of a
battle between horsethieves and “deputy
sheriffis in Wallowa county, were re-
ctived by telephone froni Enterprise to-
day.

A few days ago two men, George and
Henry 8mith, passed through the Im-
nsbe with a band of horses, supposed to
have been stolen, and camped on Car-
rall creek. A day or so afterward a
warrant was issued for their arrest. It
wig feared they would regist, and five
men weresent out to bring them in.
The camp was easlly located, and Henry
Smith was found in it and captored by
strategy. Four officers went to eamp,
leaving & fifth in charge of the horses.
The officers carried no arma in sight,
and the horsethisf did not suspect them,
80 Lhat when they asked to see his pistol,
he passed it over for inspection. The
pistol was then torned on him, and he
was compelled to hold np kis hands. He
was then taken away from thecamp and
left in charge of an officer.

Two of the officers started out to find
the other brother, and one was lelt to
walch the eamp. George Smith re
turned to the camp and *“‘got the drop"
on the oflicer, and held him ap. He
spspeeted that something was wrong,
and proceeded to march the offieer up
the trail. After proceeding a short dis-
tanze, he met the two officers who were
looking for him. The officers opened
fire, which was returned by Bmith, bat
none of thé shots took effect. The of-
ficers then took refuge behind trees, and
Smith fired foor shots at thew, three of
which hit the trees, The deputy ihat
Smith had a prisoner, fell to the ground
as oon a8 the firing began, to escape the
stiay bullets.

The shooling cooled the ardor of the
ufficers somewhat, and they turned their
efforts toward keeping the trees between
themselves and the horsethiel. While
the horsethiefl was trying to ge: another
ghot at the men behind  the  trees, the
officer that bad been Jeft with the horses
came ap and ghot the horsethisf 1o the
head with a shotgun. FHe had heard the
firing and came np jost in time to relieve
his brother officers from an oopleasant
position.

Just at that time Ivanhoe appeared,
and, seeing, 8s he supposed, a man as-
saulting &8 womsn, took & shot at the
man. The first time he missed, bot the
second shot struck Gregg in the leg, in-
flicting a severe wound.
